It may not contain any disparaging comments on the international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report. Reference to citations, relevant to a given claim , contained in the international search 
report may be made only in connection with an amendment of that claim

Present claim 14 relates to 'pharmaceutical ly active substances, wherein 
the pharmaceutical ly active substance is susceptible to degradation by 
mechanical stress'. This expression lacks clarity and conciseness because 
it is not well established and recognized in the prior art which kind of 
pharmaceutical^ acitve substances fall into the scope of claim 14. Thus, 
the expression does not enable the skilled person to establish a complete 
list of compounds that fall into the scope of claim 14. 

Moreover, claim 14 refers to an extremely large number of possible 
compounds. Support within the meaning of Article 6 PCT and/or disclosure 
within the meaning of Article 5 PCT is to be found, however, for only a 
very small proportion of the compounds claimed (ACE inhibitors). In the 
present case, the claims so lack support, and the application so lacks 
disclosure, that a meaningful search over the whole of the claimed scope 
is impossible. 

Also the term 'mechanical stress' lacks clarity (Article 6 PCT) since it 
is not clear which kind of mechanical stress is meant (e.g., scratching 
or scraping off, chewing, pressure). Moreover, it is also not clear which 
kind of layer is used. Claim 14 could be read as if the layer should act 
as a protective layer by preventing the degradation of the susceptible 
substance. 

Thus, their intended meaning is not obvious without any further 
explanation. 

Consequently, the search has been carried out for those parts of the 
claims which appear to be supported and disclosed, namely those parts 
relating to the compounds mentioned in claims 1 and 3 and in the 
description at page 3, line 4-5, and in tables I-VII (ramipril). 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims, or parts of 
claims, relating to inventions in respect of which no international 
search report has been established need not be the subject of an 
international preliminary examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT).
